BAY RESTRICT THE [OWA MULCT LAW 


lowa Senate Passes a Bill Which May 


Prevent Manufacture of Liquor 


Des Moines, Ia., April 23.—{Special.}—It is 
believed that one of the sections of the law 
governing rations passed by the Sen- 
ate today will considerably restrict the 
operations of the manufacturing law recent- 
ly passed by preventing the forming of cor- 
porajgions to engage in the business of manu- 
facturing hquors. 

The new corporation law provides that 
corporations organized for pecuniary proiit 
must, before beginning business, forward 
their articles of incorporation to the Attor- 
ney-General for inspection. The law then 

ides: “If the Attorney-Generaj finds 
he business proposed is a lawful one he 
shall certify thereon such fact, and with 
such certificate the articles shall be filed In 
the office of the Secretary of State,”’ 

One of the sections of the mulect law epec- 
ifies that nothing in the law shall be con- 
strued to legalize the sale or manufacture of 
intoxicating liquors, but that the obtaining 
of statements of consent shall act only as 
a bar against the enforcement of the pro- 
hibitory law.

The baseball team representing the Uni- 
versity of Michigan refused to meet the 
Northwestern team at Evanston yesterday 
because the Methodist institution insisted 
upon allowing Sickles to play. The after- 

noon wae perfect for baseball and a large 
hurdles, j crowd of ‘students and citizens of Bvans- 
ton filled the grand stand and bleachers in 
order to see the firet intercollegiate game 
of the season, but at the last moment they 


were doomed to disappointment. The ’var- 
sity played a short practice game with the 
academy for the benefit of the spectators. 
Shortly after 3 o’clock the Michigan team 
in uniform, followed by a contingent of 
rooters fifty strong, entered the athietic 
field at Evanston, and the team immediate- 
ly started to ifmber up with batting prac- 
tice as though in anticipation of a game. 
Fifteen minutes later the Northwestern 
team, clad for the occasion in Sew suits 
with white eweaters, adorned with purple 
caps and stockings, ran briskly upon the 
field, the much-protested Sickles with them.

Mr. Henry Wade Rogers, President of

In the meanttime, while Prince Constan- 
tine is holding his position against - su- 
perior force around Larissa, Col. Manos, 
at the head of the second Greek division, 
is steadily advancing in Dpirus, has capt- 
ured several Turkish posts, and is steadily 
moving of Jnnina, with the purpose of de- 
stroying Turkish supplies, cutting commii- 
nications, and then, returning through 
the Milotina Pass, attack Hadhem Pasha’s 
force in the rear. That the Turks regard 
the situation as dangerous in Wpirus is 
also shown by the recall of Ahmed Pasha, 
who commands at Janina, and the ap- 
pointment of Saas Edin Pasha in his place. 
Whatever the outcome may be it is évidént 
that the task before them at Larissa is a 
more formidable one than the Turks an- 
ticipated. 

The little Greek fleet is having things all 
its owli Way, owing to the inefficiency of the 
Turkish fleet, which apparenily is afraid 
to venture out to sea. It has prudently 
kept away from Salonica owing 10 the tor- 
pedoes with which the gulf is sown, but 
it has bombarded aiid captured Platamona 
amd Ratrina, and at the latter place de-

JEWETT CARRIES QUAKERION TOO FAR. 


Johh N. Jewett, in a public letter, takes j 


exception to the severity of thé dénuncia- 
tions of the Humphrey bills, and thinks 
tle speakers at the massmeetings have 
permitted their enthusiasm to cafry them 
beyond thé limits of prudence. He regards 
the “ tirades of Abuse ” as devoid of sense or 
reason and “ aimed at nothing but a name.” 
He says: 

These bills have paseed the Senate and are now 
before thé Housé, and if they pass the Hotise, and 
are approved by the Governor and become laws, 
they will. if constitutional, somewhat revolution- 
ize the present methods of dealing with street 
ratiways in the City of Chicago. Well, suppose 
they do, what of it? 

There is everything “ of it.” Mr, Jewett 
is right in part in his cfiticiem of the harsh 
language tised; bat he earries his Quaker 
policy altogether too far. When he protests 
against su¢gestions of Violence and threats 
of physical injury to any of the men who 
have betrayed or may betray their trust by 
voting for the Hamphréy bills he is in the 
right. Tae Trisuns has sét its face against 
all such talk and has pointed out that if the 
people cannot send their. betrayers to the

A 308 THAT SHOULD SE KILLED. 

The State Senate passed yesterday the 
bill giving Isaac R. Hitt and the heirs of 
Senator Logan and W. W. Wiltshire $10,- 
000 each for attorney's fees and expenses 
attending the refunding of the direct tax 
paid by Illinois in 1961. 

This is a miserable job and the House 
should squelch it. These three men did 
nothing for which they or their heirs should 
be given a cent. Ilffnois got this money 
back because 60 many other States were 
in the same boat. Half a dozen rebellious
